“ The packers are contemplating 
taking on as much help at the 30 
per cent rate as possible and then 
laying off the older help,” he said.

ernment is without authority 
to 


prohibit the manufacture and sale 


of liquor, wines or beer 
for 
non 


beverage purposes, according to a 


ruling made by the attorney gener­ 


al and published by 
the internal 


revenue bureau. 


The opinion, one of the most com 
prehensive dealing with the ques­ 
tion of prohibition, expressly states 
there must be no limitation on the 
use of 
liquors 
for 
non-beverage 
purposes, except 
that 
prescribed 
by congress in limiting the sale of 
spiritous liquors to one pint for ten 
days. 
The question of limitations thus, 
the opinion says, is left 
to 
the 
good faith of the physicians. 
‘‘Subject to this limitation,” the 
opinion continued, “ obviously there 
has been committed not to the judg­ 
ment of the commissioner of inter­ 
nal revenue #and the secretary of 
the treasury but for the profession­ 
al judgment of the psysicians, the 
question of the quantity of liquor 
that may be used to an advantage 
as a medicine in each case.” 
“ As to this question I think the 
indention was to leave the phys­ 
ician unfettered by governmental 
control, 
that 
subject to be dealt 
with criminally and by revocation 
of his permit if he acts in bad 
faith.” 
The opinion, 
the 
existence of 
which became known Sunday, was 
signed by the attorney general aud 
dated March 3. 
Commissioner W illiam s in mak­ 
ing public the opinion did h o with­ 
out comment* saying that he had 
not had opportunity to discuss the 
subject with Prohibition Commis­ 
sioner Kraemer and therefore had 
prepared no regulations to carry 
out the interpretation of the law by 
Mr. Palmer.

the utmost thoroughness.

health is quoted in a special cable to 
the New York Times as saying: “This 
discovery, if it achieves all that is hop­ 
ed for it, might well in our day be an 
event second in importance only to the 
great w*ar itself.”

Wise and 
effective administration of a sys­ 
tem of public schooling that has 
“just growed up” like Topsy, but 
now involves an average expendi­ 
ture of $25,000,000 a year by each 
state, requires ability and devotion, 
he said, and should be “wholly sep­ 
al ate from and independent of par­ 
tisan politics.”

terms with one term expiring each 
year.

salaries,”

When the last trace of 
land has sunk beneath the waters

SECOND THOUGHTS ON DISARM­ 
AMENT. 


General Robert Lee Bullard’s re­ 
cently published arguments against 
half baked schemes of disarmament 
are very strong. 
However, they are 
hardly needed any longer. 
The first 
flush ‘of enthusiasm for such enter­ 
prises as the Borah, naval holiday plan 
has about passed, and sober second 
thought is convincing that this is not 
the way to peace. 
It is becoming evident now that dis­ 
armament is not a simple thing to be 
accomplished by wishing for it or by 
the wave of a wizard’s wand. 
It is 
one of the most complex and difficult 
things ever attempted in the world, 
and if it is to be attempted successful­ 
ly it must be undertaken in a syste­ 
matic way andwith due recognition of 
the vastness and 
complexity of the 
program. 
It was in this way that the farmers 
of the League of Nations plan ap­ 
proached the subject of disarmament. 
Disarmament was one of the principal 
practical objects of the League of Na­ 
tions and methods were provided in 
the covenant whereby a program of 
general disarmament could be worked 
out. 
The covenant provided, too, the 
essential 
prelude to disarmament— 
namely, a method of settling interna­ 
tional disputes in another way than by 
the use of force. Never before iii the 
history of the world has there been 
framed and submitted to the nations 
so comprehensive 
and 
promising a 
plan or disarmament as that of the 
covenant of the League of Nations; 
and it is a shocking fact, which some 
of us have difficulty iii realizing even 
now, that America, alone among Jhe 
civilized nations, refused to endorse 
this great and beneficient reform and, 
by her refusal, dealt it a blow from 
which it may never recover. 
Most of the talk that we hear now 
about disarmament is idle, as General 
Bullard pointed out. But the disarma­ 
ment movement will not die because 
the w orld cannot let it die. There is no 
middle ground between disarmament 
and disaster. One or the other is go­ 
ing to come. 
Disarmament can come 
only when America, in effect if not 
explicitly, reverses her attitude on the 
League of Nations question. 
She will 
#do this ultimately, 
probably 
within 
the next four years, for the verdict 
which she rendered in 1920 did not 
represent either her true desires or her 
sober judgment.

The only announcement 
made here has been that, the state 
and war departments were in ac­ 
cord with the policy of the pre­ 
vious administration, in so far as 
It provided for nonparticipation 
in the allied advance, and that on 
the other hand, withdrawal of the 
American army was not immedi­ 
ately under consideration. 
Officials 
in close touch with 
developments,

more definite policy probably will 
be predicated upon them during 
\ the next few weeks. 
Related to the Rhine situation 
is the question of American parti-, 
eipation in a modified league of 
nations. 
Yesterday’s 
dispatches 
from Paris, saying that the French- 
Embassy here was reported 
to 
have approached the state depart­ 
ment on the subject, were the first 
nubile intimations that 
negotia­ 
tions regarding tho jjeague 
had 
been received, and officials indi­ 
cated that the conversations had 
not yet passed beyond a preliml 
narv stage. 
There was every evidence, how­ 
ever, that such a move wmuld fit 
in with President Harding’s own 
notions of how the subject would 
be approached. 
It has not. been 
the understanding that 
Harding 
not only has hoped for a frank ex­ 
pressions from the other govern­ 
ments concerned, but has planned 
to feel them out informally. 
If 
the expectations of some adminis­ 
tration officials are fulfiled, a con­ 
siderable period of informal con­ 
versations will ensue before the 
stage of. actual diplomatic inter­ 
changes is reached.
